In Florida, It’s the Thought That Counts, 
Because It Sure Isn’t Our Votes!

Whenever you see the words “Florida” and 
“recount” in the same headline, it’s time to start self- 
medicating—and cover your chads. 


For most of the country, the grinding, venomous 
2018 mid-terms are over—but not here in the 
dependably confused Sunshine State. Joke writers 
for late-night TV hosts are rapturous. 


Three major statewide recounts threaten to torment 
weary Floridians for days, weeks or longer. It all 
depends on the number (and tenacity) of lawyers 
hired by both parties. 


The nasty U.S. Senate contest between incumbent 
Democrat Bill Nelson and Republican Gov. Rick Scott 
is almost certainly headed for Recount Purgatory. 
As of this writing, Scott was ahead of Nelson by only 
15,074 votes—roughly 0.18 percent of the nearly 
8.2 million ballots cast so far in that race. 


If math isn’t your best subject, here’s another way 
to put that 0.18 percent lead in a visual perspective: 
Think “razor thin.” Now slice that into fractions with 
a razor. 


In Florida, a full recount is initiated when the spread 
is 0.5 percent or less. You might be wondering if 
Scott’s campaign team misplaced their calculators 
last Tuesday night, because they sent out their 
beaming candidate to give a victory speech. 
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If he ends up losing, the celebratory video will 
become an iconic political relic, like the “Dewey 
Defeats Truman” front page from 1948. 


Also apparently destined for a recount is the race 
for state agriculture commissioner, with Republican 
Matt Caldwell losing his election-night lead over 
Democrat Nikki Fried, and falling behind by 2,915 
votes by Friday morning. 


Caldwell, Big Sugar’s sweetheart candidate, can 
afford an army of legal hotshots to challenge the 
legitimacy of mail-in and provisional ballots as they 
are tabulated. In other words, this thing could drag 
on and on. 


Finally, the state’s most widely watched race—one that 
almost everyone, including the candidates, assumed 
was settled—is much closer than first believed. 


The Big Orange Trumpster’s favored choice for 
governor, Ron DeSantis, had already declared 
victory. His opponent, Tallahassee Mayor Andrew 
Gillum, had already conceded defeat. 


Yet as more ballots came in, DeSantis’s lead began to 
evaporate, and Gillum retracted his concession. By 
Friday morning the margin was only 0.44 percent, 
which would qualify for an automatic R-word. 


Meanwhile Scott has rushed to sue Broward and 
Palm Beach counties, Democratic strongholds where 
elections officials aren’t famous for speed or efficiency. 
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In Broward, 24,000-plus people who voted in the 
governor’s race neglected to vote for either senatorial 
candidate—a strange occurrence, since the Senate 
race was listed first on the county ballot, and the 
gubernatorial contest was fourth. 


Elsewhere, fretful campaign operatives are focused 
on provisional ballots filed by voters who’d forgotten 
to bring a photo ID or showed up at the wrong 
precinct. Both parties are gearing up for battle. 


Floridians who were embarrassed by the Bush-Gore 
debacle in 2000 don’t want to suffer through one 
more laughingstock recount, much less multiples. A 
couple of House races also remain too close to call. 


In an orderly, incorruptible alternate universe, the 
process might go smoothly: 


A machine recount would be ordered if a candidate 
loses by 0.5 percent or less in the first unofficial set 
of election returns. All ballots would again be fed 
through the tabulating machines, but only after the 
machines are first tested for accuracy. 


If, after the machine recount, any candidate is 
losing by 0.25 percent or less, local canvassing 
boards would meet to manually evaluate ballots 
that displayed no votes or too many votes. 


You might be thinking: Florida has 67 counties. 
What are the odds of all of them getting it right? 


That chaotic, chad-fondling hand count 18 years 
ago is what ignited partisan courthouse protests, a 
blizzard of lawsuits and, ultimately, a split Supreme 
Court ruling that halted the manual recount and 
put George W. Bush in the White House. 


The other lasting result of that month-long ordeal 
was, for Floridians, more psychological than political. 
We woke up in a place that had been internationally 
exposed as the most bumbling, screwed-up state in 
America. 


What happens during this year’s recounts is 
unlikely to erase that image. As a fitting asterisk, 
the person overseeing the festivities is Secretary of 
State Ken Detzner, appointed to the job in 2012 by 
now-candidate Rick Scott. 


The drama is moving like sewage, slow and fluid. 
By the time this column appears, the vote margins 
in these disputed races will have changed again by 
tiny, crucial percentages. 


What won’t change is Florida’s vaudeville role on the 
national political stage, which is always funnier if 
you don’t live here.

Notes from the Apocalypse 


From the Archives = Private Property Rights

Editor’s Note: Due to my lackadaisical attitude and 
fondness for Wild Turkey 101 at well before 4PM, we 
don’t have a new column by Charles this go-round. 


Fortunately, Charles suggested we re-run this col- 
umn from the January 27, 2005 Beachcomber, be- 
cause it still resonates. 


The arguments surrounding the issue of private 
property rights are getting more heated every day. As 
philosophical differences go, property disputes are 
among the most unseemly of all. They invariably pit 
the haves against the have-nots. In Destin, where 
there seem to be a disproportionate number of wealthy 
people, the arguments are particularly interesting. 


This 20-year-old city was incorporated so that we 
could have more control over our growth and ap- 
pearance than was being provided by the Okaloosa 
County Commissioners. Now it looks like we have 
managed to make it next to impossible for the aver- 
age citizen to build a backyard storage shed. 


At the same time, we’ve made it easy for developers 
and their top-flight lawyers and land planners and 
engineers to radically alter the landscape and the 
day-to-day lives of our citizens. 


Even though we are a young municipality, we are 
an incredibly wealthy one. In Atlanta, where I grew 
up, there were wealthy families that found a way 
to donate property to their city. The Candler and 
Woodruff families, and others enriched from their 
involvement with Coca-Cola, left amazing acreage 
for parks (Piedmont and Candler), and money for 
schools (Emory and Georgia Tech) and hospitals 
(Piedmont and Grady). This generosity has made 
Atlanta an immensely livable and enjoyable city. 


That did not happen in Destin. We came up way 
short in the benefactor department. So now it is left 
up to us. 


The property rights issues currently facing Destin 
are confusing at best. We have many non-conform- 
ing businesses in some of Destin’s oldest residential 
areas. People who live near these out-of-place busi- 
nesses want to know what the future holds for these 
properties. 


If an originally grandfathered-in property is allowed 
to be subleased, what type of business can take its 
place? A crematory? An acre of dog kennels? An 
asylum for criminally insane Muslims? 


Of course, one solution to problems of this nature is 
for the city to step forward and purchase properties 
in situations like this. The condominium being con- 
sidered at the tip of Holiday Isle is such a property. 
The ownership of this property has changed hands 
so many times you need a scorecard to keep track of 
its status. There is a reason this property has been 
passed around—sometimes, after a storm, it doesn’t 
even exist. When it does exist it has been utilized by 
thousands of people as a place of recreation. 


There is a property that has been sitting vacant on 
the harbor for 10 years that would make an incred- 
ible municipal marina and park. Just recently, an 


idea surfaced to purchase the Mattie Kelly home- 
stead and turn it into a public park. All of these 
purchases would make this a better place to live. 


The Northwest Florida Daily News’ libertarian views 
on property rights are well known. They opine that 
cities, counties, states, and presumably the federal 
government have no business buying property for 
the public’s use. They also argue against zoning laws 
and sign ordinances. If you ever have had the misfor- 
tune of driving down Racetrack Road in Fort Walton 
Beach you will see the results of their philosophy. 


The libertarian approach would leave us with no 
community swimming pools, no boat ramps, no 
public tennis courts or softball and soccer fields. 
The national park system developed by Teddy Roo- 
sevelt has provided our middle class with an inex- 
pensive way to enjoy our protected wilderness areas 
and would not exist if the Daily News philosophy 
prevailed. These lands, which have been preserved 
for all Americans, are being protected from develop- 
ment by and for the wealthy people of this country. 


Since the vast majority of our citizens can barely 
afford a home—much less recreational property— 
where does this philosophy leave them? Middle 
and lower class people are the ones who depend on 
public property. They can’t afford waterfront prop- 
erty, much less private soccer, baseball and football 
fields for their children to play on. 


So my interest in wealthy folks arguing over prop- 
erty rights is not nearly as keen as my concern over 
public property rights. 


While it might be theoretically preferable to have 
recreational facilities privately owned, it is not fea- 
sible in many instances. Just because a competi- 
tive swimming pool is not a financially promising 
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private venture doesn’t mean our area should have 
to forfeit another generation of average swimmers. 
Since privately financed and operated soccer fields 
and little league baseball complexes aren’t profit- 
able, should our children forego the opportunity to 
participate in these sports? Of course not. 


We are an incredibly wealthy community. Wealthy 
communities pull together (there is strength in 
numbers) and build facilities that no individual 
should be expected to provide. 


The rewards for a benevolent community are nu- 
merous. For those who view everything in monetary 
terms, property values increase dramatically when 
a community has first class recreational facilities. 
Excellent schools add to an area’s property values, 
and so do great parks and recreational facilities. 


Fairhope, Alabama, has become home to several disil- 
lusioned families from the Destin area in the past few 
years. Fairhope was founded at the turn of the last 
century as a utopian community. In 1900, the Gaston 
family decided the one mile of waterfront in Fairhope 
was too valuable for any individual to own. It became 
everyone’s property—the proud property of the public. 
They accomplished that more than 100 years ago. 


Meanwhile, the debate in Destin over the height and 
location of the latest condominium project rages on. 
This summer, there will be flare-ups on the beach 
as to who has the right to sit on our beautiful white 
sands. Can tourists walk our beaches on the dry 
sand? Or do they have to walk on the wet beach, 
below the high water mark? 


One hundred years ago, the founders of Fairhope 
would have looked upon our current dilemma with 
dismay, distaste and disgust. And they would be 
correct on every count.

The Guitar Man: 
Chris Alvarado

Chris Alvarado has gained a following 
as an area musician, and he’s gotten 
a slew of national recognition—finalist 
in the 2014 American Songwriting 
Awards, semifinalist in the Unsigned 
Only Music Competition, third place 
in the prestigious 2013 Telluride 
Troubadour Competition... Oh, and a 
hefty amount of Beachcomber Music 
Awards. 


Alvarado surprised most of us with 
his handcrafted brand of guitars, 
made from scratch in his two-car 
garage. Dubbed Driftwood Guitars, 
they have caught the eye of Florida 
George Line’s Brian Kelley, who not 
only personally owns a couple but 
plans to help Alvarado launch a line 
at Kelley’s Nashville storefront. 


Alvarado also built a guitar for 
the Grammys, _ specifically 2018 
MusiCares Person(s) of the Year 
Fleetwood Mac. That guitar now 
resides in Fleetwood’s on Front St., 
a restaurant and bar owned by Mick 
Fleetwood in Maui, Hawaii. 


“Driftwood was a way of putting the 
word ‘wood’ into it, and it’s just what 
stuck. I liked it,” says Alvarado of the 
brand’s inception. “I like the way that 
it rolled off the tongue, too. It’s been 
great but also bad because so many 
people who see it just automatically 
assume that it’s literally driftwood 
guitars.” 


Seeking out a fine craftsman look 
and feel, Alvarado says he was always 
making things as a kid. “My dad and I 
were really big into RC airplanes, and 
back then you had to make them all 
from scratch.” 


The Air Force introduced him to 
the fabrication of things on a larger 
scale—metalworking, welding, even 
painting cars on the side. 


“A guy that I worked with built an 
electric guitar as just something fun 
to make even though he didn’t really 
play,” says Alvarado. “That was like, 
Holy shit. Like, I can build an acoustic 
guitar. I hadn’t thought about that as 
something that one can make.” 


While stationed in Alaska, Alvarado 
was venturing out to play music. 
Between those open mics and “little 
one-hour gigs,” he purchased a few 
books that would set the course for 


Driftwood Guitars. “I bought like 
two or three books on just how to 
build an acoustic guitar. I read 
them from cover to cover for like 
two months so that I had kind of 
built a guitar in my head over and 
over again. And then, when I felt 
comfortable enough, I just started 
buying the tools and some of the 
materials.” 


That first guitar was _ built 
around 2007, and Alvarado was 
hooked. With each guitar built, 
he strengthened his skills and 
the concept of what he wanted a 
guitar to look and feel like when 
one plays it. 


When Alvarado and his then- 
girlfriend (now wife) Naomi 
moved into a Santa Rosa Beach 
townhouse with a garage, it gave 
him the opportunity and freedom 
to build guitars more steadily. “As 
soon as we moved in, I started 
getting back into guitar building 
again. I was building just for 
me. I think I built three guitars 
that year, and one of them ended 
up being my gigging guitar. In 
fact, I revealed it at the (2011) 
Beachcomber Awards.” 


Acouple of commissioned instruments 
later, Alvarado began to look at the 
business venture in a more serious 
light. As Alvarado tells it, he considers 
Duke Bardwell to be his first “real” 
commission and the first to request 
an inlay—something that Driftwood 
Guitars has become known for. 


“When I built that guitar for Duke, I 
got a commission right after that, and 
then I got a commission after that. 
Basically, since 2013, I’ve never not 
had somebody on my wait list, and it’s 
just snowballed.” 


While some luthiers shy from custom 
pieces and personal requests, it’s 
an aspect Alvarado wholeheartedly 
embraces. “I’ve found that’s where the 
real joy in it is, because I’m building 
for clients and I’m trying to put 
together the vision of what they think 
that they want and meld it with what 
I think they need. 


“Mostly, though, what it’s done is it’s 
pushed me to do all kinds of things 
that I never would have done before, 
(like) the inlays. Because I’ve always 
said, hey, if you want an inlay, I’ll do 
it. I don’t change for my inlay work. I 
consider that part of the art piece, and 
it’s pushed me.” 
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Part of the Driftwood Guitars story 
includes a moving tribute to Kenny 
Oliverio, the longtime member of 
Dread Clampitt. “Right when Kenny 
passed, immediately...1 got ahold of 
April, his wife. I said, ‘You know, I hate 
to make this phone call now because 
you're in the middle of going through 
it, but this stuff happens quickly, and 
I really want to do something. I don’t 
know exactly what that is yet, but I 
want to build some instruments to 
give back to Kyle and Balder (of Dread 
Clampitt). I want to incorporate 
Kenny’s ashes into the guitar in some 
way. So don’t scatter all his ashes 
out in the ocean if that’s what you’re 
gonna do.” 


With her blessings, Alvarado began 
on an octave mandolin for Balder 
Saunders and a guitar for Kyle 
Ogle. “We put Kenny’s ashes in the 
necks to get the band back together, 
—_—_—_—_——— SaaS 
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essentially. So every single time those 
guys play together now, they use 
those instruments...the three of them 
are up on stage playing. 


“Those are probably the two most 
important guitars I’ve ever made.” 


With the continuous’ growth of 
Driftwood Guitars, Alvarado often 
fields questions about expansion or 
the possibility of moving away from 
his garage workspace. He is quick to 
shoot both ideas down. 


“My running joke that I tell people all 
the time (is), who’d have thought that 
you could go from building guitars 
in your garage in Freeport, Florida, 
to building guitars in your garage in 
Freeport, Florida? What I mean is, no 
matter what kind of big success comes 
around my horizon, that’s still what 
I’m gonna keep doing, you know? 
Maybe I'll get a bigger garage, but I'll 
still be up here, just doing my thing.”

Grammy winning 2014 album The River 
& the Thread and marks a return to 
more personal songwriting after a trio 
of albums that explored her southern 
roots and family heritage. 


In the wake of the latest tsunami of 
survivor stories, Cash has embraced 
women’s narratives in this powerful 
material. “There is a woman’s real 
life, complex experiences and layered 
understanding in these songs,” Ms. 
Cash says. “I could not have written 
them 10 years ago—not even close. 
Time is shorter, I have more to say.” 


She Remembers’ Everything was 
produced by collaborator and _ life 
partner John Leventhal (who will 


perform with her at the 30A Songwriters 
Festival) and Tucker Martine (The 
Decemberists, My Morning Jacket, 
Mavis Staples, Neko Case). 


One of the country’s pre-eminent 
singer-songwriters, Ms. Cash has 
released 15 albums of extraordinary 
songs that have earned four Grammy 
Awards and 11 nominations, as well as 
21 top-40 hits, including such immortal 
classics as “Seven Year Ache,” “I Don’t 
Know Why You Don’t Want Me,” “Blue 
Moon With Heartache,” and “The Way 
We Make A Broken Heart.” 


Ms. Cash was inducted into the 
Nashville Songwriters’ Hall of Fame in 
2015 and was awarded with the Spirit of 
Americana: Free Speech Award in 2018 
and received an honorary doctorate

degree from the Berklee College of 
Music. She is currently writing the 
lyrics for a musical adaptation of the 
film Norma Rae with Mr. Leventhal.

Here are three monster 
talents at work, with Cyrille (naturally) leading. The 
five tracks range from five to 17 minutes in length 
(shades of the 1970s), and if the sum evokes some 
of that decade’s masters, it’s probably intentional. 
On “Pretty Beauty,” shimmering drums, muted 
mournful brass and delicately plucked strings made 
me think of Miles Davis’ A Tribute to Jack Johnson. 
The featured centerpiece is “Turiya,” a meditative 
tribute to Alice Coltrane.

In my humble opinion, Woody Shaw was one of the 
greatest trumpeters of all time. His death at 44— 
following the loss of an arm when he was struck bya 
subway car—stole away one of the most magnificent 
brass voices that ever existed. Here Shaw fronts a 
quartet including Mulgrew Miller (piano), Stafford 
James (bass), and Tony Reedus (drums). The band 
broke up in 1983, so this live recording represents 
a kind of swan song. Nine tracks put Shaw dead 
center, all hard bop brass and brawn, though Miller’s 
bold, assertive piano provides both framework and 
counterpoise.

Standing Up to the Holidays... 
Rioja Wines of Spain 


By Bruce Collier 


When I was assistant manager of a wine and 
cheese store, long ago, we used to stock some wines 
from Spain. One, “Sangre de Toro (Bull’s Blood),” 
sported a plastic black bull on a ribbon around 
the neck. Another—reportedly a favorite of Ernest 
Hemingway—was “Banda Azul” (Blue Band). Both 
were under $10. The Banda was from Rioja (ree-OH- 
hah), a region in the northeast of Spain, close to the 
French border. 


Rioja wines have been in production since the 
1100s, with periods of scarcity. The most recent 
was in the mid-20th century, when the effects of 
civil war and famine forced the government to order 
vineyard lands planted with wheat. Eventually the 
region rebounded, and by the 1970s was producing 
world-class wines, notably reds. 


The grapes used in Rioja 
reds include Tempranillo 
(chiefly), Garnacha, Mazuelo 
and Graciano. The principal 
white grape is Viura. 


Rioja wines come in four 
categories—basic Rioja,

This is a white wine, served chilled. C.V.N.E. stands 
for Compania Vinicola del Norte de Espana. DOC 
(Denominacion de Origen Calificada) Grape is 

mainly Viura. The color is pale yellow, greenish 

tint, with a fruity, mildly floral aroma. It’s fresh 

and cooling, though at 13% (higher strength 

than many comparable German white wines that 

weigh in at 7 or 8% ABV) it makes its presence 

known early. Taste is citrusy, lemon-lime, tart 

Granny Smith apple, slightly more fruity and 

less dry as it loses the chill. 


With roast chicken and potatoes: the chicken 
was served with mango ginger chutney, which 
brought out a peppery spiciness in the wine, 
and the acidity balanced out the butter in the 
potatoes. 


C.V.N.E. Rioja Crianza 
Vina Real 2014

13.5 % ABV 

Made from Tempranillo grapes, from vineyards 
in LaGuardia and Elciego (Alava). Rich, purplish 
red color. Sour cherry, dark berry, plum-peel nose. 
Very fragrant. Taste—dark plum and blackberry 
jam. Warm, medium body, velvety, not overly 
tannic. With more time in the glass the fruitiness 
comes forward, more pronounced and mouth- 
filling. Medium finish but smooth and satisfying. 


With spicy meat and cheese pizza: strong balance to 
the peppery meat and cheese. Good all-around red 
wine, doesn’t cost a lot but doesn’t have that raw, 
“red ink” quality of some cheaper wines. 


Bodegas Muga Rioja 
Reserva 2014

14% ABV 

Unfiltered 

Dark red, almost purple/black color, a black hole of 
awine. Sour cherry, dried plum, raspberry and slight 
vanilla aroma. Taste is richly and brightly fruity, 
plush, full bodied, fleetingly sweet. Velvety and 
delicious, puckers like fresh berries. Long finish, 
spice and black pepper, begs for another sip. 


Even though it’s 14% ABV (highest ABV of the four I 
tasted), it’s more of a gradual warmth than a burn. 


Tasted with Manchego cheese, olives, almonds, 
cured pork (capocollo) octopus in oil, mushrooms 
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sautéed in olive oil and garlic, and bread. Works 
companionably with the slightly oily sheep milk 
cheese, balances the slight sharpness with 
fruit. Salty almonds and olives countered by the 
tangy fruit. Creamy, oily, salty and crunchy, meaty, 
and fishy, garlicky bread—the wine stood up to all 
of it, pulling it together. 


Faustino I Gran Reserva

Blend of Tempranillo, Graciano and Mazuelo 
grapes. Color—brick red on the edges, clear dark 
reddish purple. Aroma—fruity but a little more 
austere than the Muga Reserva; slightly musty 
vanilla/wood scent. Citrus—orange and tangerine 
peel. Taste—mouth-filling, tart raspberries, sour 
cherry pucker, full, juicy finish. 


Drank it with chicken cooked in honey and balsamic 
vinegar, root vegetables, more mushrooms in olive 
oil and garlic. Honey and vinegar is an even match 
with red wine. 


All the above reds are robust, powerful but elegant, 
dangerously quaffable. Get two bottles in case the 
Hemingways turn up for dinner.
